The Japanese Cabinet is now 
engaged in figuring on the es- 


timates of expenditures for the! 


next fiscal year, which had been 
prepared by the various Depart- 
ments and revised by. the Depart. 
ment of Finance. As might have 
been expected the naval estimates 
claim the lion’s share of attention 
in next year's budget and it ig 
understood that they were under 
discussion at the Cabinet council 
held recently. The expendi. 
ture for the building of pew ships 
and for the equipment on 
land and water, as estimated 


by thé Naval Department, reach- |: 


ed.over Y1,000,000,000 which is 


[ta be raised during the coming 


eight years. Of the estimated 
expenditure,- ¥102,000,000 is 
required for the fiscal year of 
1920-21, and includes ¥30,000,000 
for the building of new ships and 


72,000,000. for. the building of}. 


new equipment on land and 
water. . This does not include 
expenditures which have been 
approved in previous years and 
the actual outlay extending over 
several years. 

The expenditure, as originally 
drawn up by the Naval Office, 
provided for the building of four 
dreadnaughts, four battle-cruis- 
ers, 20 light cruisers, 62 destroy- 
ers, 72 submarines and 50 specia- 
sérvice ships making a total of 
207 vessels. The Finance De- 
partment, however, failed to see 
its way to accede to such -a 
enormous, demand and the ex- 


penditure for the Luilding of war-|; 


ships for next year was cut down 
to Y10,000,000 and that for new 
equipment on land ard water to 
Y¥35,000,000 making a total of 
Y45,000,000. In order to conform to 
this curtailment the number of 
of proposed warships will be cut 
down to one-half, with the ex- 
céption of dreadnaughts and 
battle-cruisers. Itis claimed by

OLDEST: SOLDIER SERVING 
DURING THE WAR. 


In atiny two-roomed cottage in 
the village of Shambles Green, a 
few miles outside Guildford, there 
is living in great poverty 8 man 
who thres years ago enjoyed the 
proud distinction of b2ing the 
oldest soldier sarving in the 
British "forces. Hig name is 
William Clark, and to a Daily 
News representative who visited 
him recently in his tiny home, 
which is picturesquely and aptly 
named “ Ye Olde Cat,” he told the 
plain facts of his case. 

Clark is aged 74, and his wife 
ig 77. They are a very bright 
and intelligent couple, and their 


home is clean and wall kept, but |. 


signs of want and privation are 
obvious. Clark's Army service 
began in 1853, when_as a boy. of 
13 he joined the Royal. Welsh 
Fusiliers serving for upwards of 
15 years. Although he was then 
over age hare-enlisted during tho 
; South African War and fougat in 
the 1900-1 «campaigns, receiving 
wounds, in the scalp and body. 
In 1911 be joined a veterans’ 
battalion, to which he is still 
attached. ‘ 
In August, 1916, this undaunted 
old man offered himself for enlist- 
‘ment once again, although he 
wag then in his 73rd year and his 
previous. offers of service had 
been rejected. “It was just to 
- show them what an old one could 
do,” he explained. Without 
inquiring closely into his age, the 


medical officer at the recruiting]. 


station pronounced him fit for 
home service, and for 13 months 
he served with the Royal Defence 
Corps. His duties were not light 
by any means, and .on one 
occasion, whilst employed -in 
coast-watching, he narrowly 
escaped death from a Zeppelin 
bomb. "oe . 
- It was only-when an old wound 
which be had sustained in the 
Boer War broke out afresh as the 
result of his arduous work, and 
utterly incapacitated him, that he 
was discharged. He wasgranted 
a temporary pension of £18 week 
for 55 "weeks. This expired last 
October and since thon, in spite 

_ Sf repeated applications, he has 
not received a penny from the 
Ministry of Pensions, 

The Clark’s sole means of sub- 
sistence is the old age pension 7s. 
4d,a week each, and 9d. a day, 
which represents the husband's. 
pension in respect of his previous 
military service. They pay a 
rental of 3s. 64. a, week for their 
cottage, which a Government in- 
spector recently described as 
only fittobe blownup. °

. “we lived in a state of semi- 
starvation, and if it had not been 

. for the generosity of an officer in 

' Guildford we should certainly, 
have starved. I don’t know how 
we shall live this winter, with

The words used by ex-President Taft are worth 
says the country has received with surprisé and indignation the 
defeat of the ratification proposals, adding that the American people 
stood behind the war unti! the day of victory, and they now stand 
behind the Treaty with like pnanimity. In other words, the action 
of the Republican majority in. the Senate, in tearing the peace agree- 
ment to pieces, to the extent.of nullifying its provisions, is in no 
sense representative of public opinion in the States. A rebuke like 
this, coming from the head of the Republican Party, is something 
. in the nature of a political bombshell, and it will be intensely inter- 
esting to-see what effect it will havo both on the future of the Treaty 
and on the forthcoming Presidential campaign in the United States. 
‘It absolutely deprives the Republicans of their pet argument in 
favour of turning dawn theTreaty., Thatargument is that President 
Wilson went to Europe with no mandate from the country, that he 
committed America tp peace terms utterly repugriant in character, 
and that the American people were’ determined to set their faces 
against most of the provisions to which President Wilson bad given 
hig assent. All that sounds very constitutional and. very urfder- 
standable, and. we might be inclined to think it acorrect representa- 
tion of the situation did we not remember that there ie such a thing 
as party politics. But our. view of it is that these Republican 
Senatora have been less animated with a desire to safeguard the 
rights of the people than -to discredit. their political oppon- 
ent, President Wilson.’

JAPANESE MERCANTILE 
MARINE, 
QO 

SERIOUS LACK OF OFFICERS 

,_ FOR NEW VESSELS. 

Great difficulty in obtaining 
officers and men is now being 
experienced in Japanese shipping 
circles, the Osaka AsuAi states. 
In spite of the comparatively dull 
times which set in here on the 
close of the war, Japanese steam- 
ers are still gradually increasing 
in, number, and ships which were 
ordered from builders during! 
the course of the war are 
being completed one after an- 
other. ‘That may be all. right, 
but regardless of this increase in 
the number of steamers, the 
supply of officers and seamen, 
thosé..of high standing in parti- 
cular, is falling of, In this con- 
nection it may be recalled that | 
the total tonnage of Japanese 
steamers at the close of the 
Japan-Chins war was only 160,- 
000, and that increased to 650,- 
000 at the close of, the Russo- 
Japanese war. and to 1,500,000 
just before the Great War. The 
total tonnage has now reached 
2,500,000 tons. The present 
shipbuilding capacity of this 
country is about 700,000 tons a 
year. us 

As stated above, in spite of this 
great and rapid increase in the 
numberof steamers, the number 
of officers and seamen, particular- 
ly men-of experience, is decreas- 
ing. The total] number of 
experienced Japanese officers and 
seamen, which was 30,434 in 1914, 
increased to 3$,530 in 1918. As 
far as the figures are concerned, 
there was a marked -increase 
during the five years. However, 
in view of the fact. that 
tbe steamers increased by -about 
1,000,000 tons during the 
same perici, this increase of 
about 8,000 .in the number of 
seamen is inadequate. In con- 
sequence, shipowners are always 
waking great efforts to secure 
capable’ men fro: other shipping 


juncture it is very well worth 
noticing that many officers and 
seamen are showing @ preference 
for shore work, and this parti- 
cularly the case with the more 
experienced men. This may be 
attributable to the natural desire 
of human beings to select an 
easier and-safer mode of life. 
Yet it is a fact that owing to the 
scarcity~ of men, the earnings 
have increased so much of late, 
that it ia now possible for a cap- 
tain employed on deep sea service 
tosave several thousand yen in 
one’ voyage; and several 
who .made comparatively large 
amounts during -the past 
two or thrée years have 
thrown up or are throwing 
up their . posts in order: to 
live on shore. At present the 
Navigation College in Tokio is 
only .able to send out about one 
Ssundred graduates yearly, while 
the various navigation schools 
elsewhere, ten in number,produce 
‘about 700 2 year, Such being the 
case, shipowners are compelled to 
select junior officers from the 
more experienced seamen. In 
consequence, # is very greatly 
feared that the general standard 
of efficiency of Japanese sea-

SINGAPORE COMMENT. 


Ins recent leading article the 
Singapore Free. Dress said‘ 

Wo suggest to the Legislative 
Council. that the question of the 
abolition of double rikishas, which 
is being brought into effect by 
refusing Licenses to this.class of 
vehicie, should be reconsidered. 
Some years ago Sir arthur 
Young had his feelings harrowed 
by the. spectacle of two 
burly ruffians, money lenders or 
that sort of kidney being toilfally 
pulled up an incline leading to 
Government Hill in one rikisha. 
He found plenty of sentimental 
sympathisers, who protested 
vehemently, from their luxurious 
motor cars, against this cruelty 
to animals, and it was determin- 
éd, atter much debate in the 
Legislative _ Council, to. limit 
either the weight of ‘the 
passenger, or the width of 
to the rikisha, so that two 
persons “could not sit together. 
So unfit were the Council to 
discuss the matter, that it was 
only saved from exposing its 
ignorance as to the width of an 
ordinary rikisha by the ‘resource- 
fulness of the then Clerk of 
Councils, who slipped down from 
the Council Chamber and came 
back -with a foot rule and the 
desired information, got at first 
hand. It was a standing joke, 
when the question of weight or 
breadth to .be carried was 
beiug debated, that an esteemed 
citizen well known to readers of 
this jorural, could qualify in nei- 
ther respect, for his weight was. 
seventeen stones, and his breadth 
something like 26 inches.in the 
patt that matters for a rikisha. 
Tofsome ‘people it might have! 
een painful tosee the example 
—we offer him apologies for citing 
the case, but it is very cogent 
—of a well built gentleman of 
Seventeen stone going across to 
the Club ina rikisha, but he 
never found a puller unwilling to 
take him. The fact is that the 
puller is a “free agent,-and if he 
thinks he can make.a good thing 
outofaheavy or a double load, 
whether of the same or diverse 
sexes, he will do it,'in spite of 
artifical restrictions of the kind 
the Council decided to make. The 
pullez is sometimes to be pitied, 
perhaps, but he can‘always refuse 
totake too big burden. The point 
that we should like to make is 
that nowadays. long rikisha 
journeys are the exception rather 
than the rule. A puller in the 
old days wold easily take 
& passenger over to Johore 
in the morning, wait there 
all day - and then . bring 
his customer back at night. Fare 
one dollar, and twenty cents for 
food at Kracji. The only stipula- 
tion, always made and always 
agrecd to, was that the fare should 
walk-up the. hi!l that skirts Bukit 
Timah, both ways. One does not 
remember that it was particularly 
brutal.to the puller. The strong 
point in favour of the retention of 
the double rikisha, however, is to 
be found ina different direction 
than that of consideration for the 
puller end his agreed task. The 
humble rikisha is still largely 
used by the poorer clssses of peo- 


ple who live in the suburbs not 
served by the tram lines.. To 
many householders with'children, 
it is the only way they can 
get their children to school, 
or their wives and families 
pay visits to friends and relatives. 
Itis.very distasteful for a Malay 
or Chinese woman te ride in a 
rikisha by herself. Company of: 
-one of her own sex is de rigueur. 
The double rikisha is cheaper

THE BRITISH NAVY, 

Lon ~ ~ ms . 
INTERESTING REPORT

The report of the British W: 
Cabinet for 1918 has just been 
issued as a Blue Book, and con- 
tains s number of most interest- 
ing facts. ° 

"The point is made illustrating 
the increasing success the 
Navy in combating the submarine 
menace. The tonnage of steam- 
ships entering and clearing 
United Kingdom ports remained 
at practically, the same figure 
throughout that summer, in 
Lspite of all that 
U-boats could do It 
7,040,000 tons in April, rose to 
7,777,000 in May.and in October 
7,594,000 tons. Itis narrated that 
with the aid of a latge squadron 
of American mine-layers the 
blocking of the submarines 
northern exit, 200 miles wide, 
from the Orkneys to Norway, by 
the construction of a minefield, 
was nearly completed when the 
armistice Was signed. . 

The provision of gun crews for 
the armed merchant ships called 
for 11,300 R.N. men, and when all 
the ships had been fitted outthe 
number would have risen to 
18.000. : 

A useful figure about convoys 
shows that the loss of vessels sail- 


ing under protection was less than’ 


one per cent. The escorts con- 
sisted of armed merchant cruisers, 
destroyers, sloops, P-boats, and 
trawlers. Atthetime ofthe arm- 
isticethere were at sea 230 officers 
and 
in submarine detecting apparatus. 

The British, French, and 
American navies developed re- 
spectively three entirely different 
systems of submarine detection 
apparatus, and their results were 
constantly exchanged. The net 
‘result was’ that out of 
approximately 37) submarines 
completed by the Germans up to 
the armistica, 200 were destroyed. 

The enemy's mine-laying 
activities were so reduced by the 
vigilanceofthe Navy that whereas 
&9 merchant vessels were sunk or 
damaged by mines in the first 
half -of 1917, in the second half 
the number was 48. In the next 
half-year it was 15, and in the 
third quarcer of 1918 it had fallen 
to 4° As it was necessary to 
protect fishing vessels from sub- 
marine attacks they were armed 
in groups, 190 being thus treated 
and 37 fitted with wireless. The 
result was that no fishing vessels 
were torpedced inthe last month 
of the year. -

JAPAN'S TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 
In view of the great-fall im the 
value of the rouble it is interest- 
ing to note that Japan's trade 
witb Russia is now much depress- 
ed. The paralysed state of trans- 
portation is 9 still more adverse 
factor. Indeed it is complained 
that the security of living, of 
residents in Siberia is being daily 
'| threatened and many of them are 
moving into Vladivostok, where 
things are said to in 
little better state. The plight 
of the inhabitants in the interior 
districts is reported to be wretched, 
neither boots uor clothing being 
obtainable and stocks of fuel and 
food being rapidly exhausted. It 
is therefor@ not impossible that 
if the present state of affairs is 
left unremedied people will simply 
run wild, only the able bandits 
being likely tosurvive. It seems 
that this fact is now 
causing much concern among 
the Japanese merchants engaged 
in the Russian trade, as 
they anticipate the possibility 
of their trade being completely 
paralysed. They are now quite 
at sea asto what they will doin 
the future. It.is said that mer- 
chants in Vladivostok and other 


precarious position in view of the 
{fact thatthey are in danger not 
only from the" commercial point 
of view ‘but also as re- 
gards. personal safety. Such 
being the case, all the mer- 
chants concerned both Japanese 
and Russian, are, reported 
to be approaching the Russo- 
Japanese Trading Association 
regarding the matter. The present 
énxiety felt by general merchants 
will only make the shortage of 
commodities already experienced 
by the inhabitants more serious, 
as no attempt will be made to 
supply their needs. though the 
fact that it is difficult to get sup- 
‘plies to them and impossible to 
get payment for them only accen- 
tuates the needs of the situation,
